Cotton produced in 1047 by mem- 


bers of cotton improvement groups 
in Hcmpstcad county was consid- 
erably higher in grade than for 
1946, County Agent Oliver L. Adams 
reported this week. 


Citing'a report on cotton samples 


from the 1947 crop submitled for, 
classificalion by farmer-members | 
of collon improvement groups the 
County Agent pointed out that 76.2 
percent of the cotton from this 
county classed by USDA's Cotlon 
Branch in Litlle Rock was Midd- 
ling and better. These samples 
were very uniform in staple leng- 
th, as 82.5 percent were from' 1 
inch to 1-1/16 inches inclusive. The 
proportion of these samples re- 
duced in grade because of rough 
preparation was only 4.0 percent. 
This indicates that good progress 
in cotlon improvement 
is being 


made by organized group members 
in this county, he said. 


Mr. Adams further stated that 


organized 
cotlon 
improvement 


groups in the county had a mem- 
bership of about 112 farmers last 
season. These farmers planted ap- 
proximately 5,427 acres lo D &PL, 
Rowden, and Sloneville 2-B, Ihe 
adopted varieties. Samples 
from 


1,407 
bales were sent to Ihe Gov- 


ernment's classing office in Liltle 
Rock for free classing under the 
Smilh-Doxey Act.

used right away and store it

Infested products may be fed 
to pets, chickens or livestock, she 
advises. 


4. Sterilize products by heating 


at 140 degrees Fahrenheit for one- 
half hour. 


Most; dry food products can 
be 


freed of insect life by heating them 
in the oven at 140 degrees Fah- 
renheit for about one-half 
hour. 


Small packages can be heated just 
as they are. The contents of larger 
packages may be spread on cake 
or pie pans or on baking sheets, 
so the heat can penetrate 
more 


easily. If eggs or insects are al- 
ready in the food they will continue 
to develop even in a tight con- 
tainer. So, if there is any question 
about the product being infested, 
give it the heat treatment. 


5. Store food in tighl containers. 
Store such foods in clean metal or 


glass containers with tight-fitting 
lids—such as lard buckets, coffee 
cans or fruit jars. Before reusing a 
container that has held infested 
food, heat the container in boiling 
water or in the oven. 


Use the contents of one package 


before opening another. When you 
open a new package, store the 
unused remainder in a covered con- 
tainer. The cover must fit tightly 
to prevent tiny insects from crawl- 
ing in.
